ban-American relations to a his­ 
toric low-

IS THERE something we can 
do at this lata slage? Without 
pulling punches, or bridling iree 
expression, it should be possi­ 
ble to post a few observations on 
the wail just as reminders. 
First of all, neither Nixon nor 
Kennedy - each in his vigoroua 
40 s — is “too young." Many 
men have completed great ca­ 
reers as conquerors, statesmen, 
theologians, artists, poets a n d 
musicians, and have died before 
living as long as the Vice Presi­ 
dent or the Senator 


NEXT. NOBODY knows what 
i, takes to make a great Presi­ 
dent 
If heredity and environ­ 
ment mean anything. John Quin­ 
cy Adams and Benjamin H arri­ 
son should rate at the top in­ 
stead of being rejected as one- 
term eri. Adams' fathar and Har- 
risea's grandfathar were b o t h 
Presidents 
If previous experience In Gov­ 
ernment is the criterion for ex­ 
cellency In the White H s g s s , 
Martin Van Buren should take 
the prise. Matty Van, as they 


called him. was State Senator, 
Governor and Attorney General 
of N tw York, Secretary of State 
and Vice President He was also 
a State 
political 
boss 
and 
a 
Grand Sachem of T a m m a n y 
Hall. 


IN NEARER TIMES. William 
Howard Taft and Herbert Hoov­ 
er were the right-hand men for 
vitting Presidents, as 
Van 
Buren. Taft in the Philippines. 
Hoover in Belgium, made great 
names for themselves in admin­ 
istering American policy abroad. 
Taft, as Secretary of War. ahd 
Hoovtr, as Secretary of Com­ 
m erce. knew nil that experience 
could teach them about running 
the Government in Washington 
Yat Van Buren. Taft and Mr. 
Hoover, all 
discredited 
o n e 
term ers, are the kinds of Presi­ 
denta wa don't want in 1961-65 


CAN YOU TELL by l o g i c 
whether or not a man will shine 
in the White House? It was logi­ 
cal that D w i g h t Eisenhower 
"couldn't miss," and that Grov­ 
er Cleveland tdefeated in 1868) 
couldn't win in 1892. much less 
be worth reelecting Yet Mr. E i­ 
senhower looks bad. and Cleve­ 
land went on to 
be 
the 
only 
split-term President and one of 
good memory. 
Is "greatness" 
the t o u c h ­ 
stone? Well, a few years ago 
the U.S. Senate picked the five 
"outstanding" Senators of a l l 
time. They were, of c o u r s e . 
Clay, Webster, Calhoun. La Toil­ 
ette and Robert Taft. Each cried 
and failed to win the Presidency, 
and it'a hard to argue in retro­ 
spect that they would have been 
great in the White House as in 


the Senate. 


WE OUGHT. I think, to tack 
these or similar reminders on 
the wall as wa wade into the 
politice! season, which o p e n s 
as soon as Congress quits in the 
next week or so Barring some­ 
thing stupendous in the way of 
a rally by Nelson Rockefeller or 
Barry Goldwater, 
Nixon w i l l 
get the GOP nomination a n d 
could go on to win. 
The Vice President has cast 
only a few votes in the past 
eight years 
His two H o u s e 
tenns and one-third 
S e n o t e 
term don't prove very much, nor 
do his ceremonial tours abroad. 
Nixon's father wasn’t a Presi­ 
dent. his associations with Mr. 
Eisenhower have not been inti­ 
mate, his administrative experi­ 
ences has been nil. But maybe 
this doesn't prove anything ex­ 
cept that Nixon 
won't be 
an 
Adams or Harrison, a Van Bur­ 
en or Taft or Hoover. 


IN THE OTHER party, Kenne­ 
dy is so close to the 761 needed 
delegate votes that it may takf 
an entangling alliance of h i s 
rivals to stop him. Kennedy nev­ 
er hanged a man (Grover Cleve­ 
land did', or commanded any­ 
thing bigger than a P-T boat, or 
built a Senate record 
that 
is 
even kissing cousin to “great­ 
ness." But none of this offers 
any basis for comparing him to 
past Presidents 
or 
pre-judging 
how he'll do in the White House. 
Maybe the American system 
eught to give us bigger and bet­ 
ter candidates — which is some­ 
thing to think about—but. mean­ 
while. lets give 
the ones we 
have every chance 
to m a k e 
good.
